LONDON,  Aug.  16.— One  of 
the^  final  ^cts^oMh^nter- 
national  Refwii'iWSW"L'on- 
ferfMe  waa  the  adoption  of  an 
iftiportant  resolution  dealine  with 
the  financial  phaste  of  the  Dkwei 
olao.  .It  reads: 

"It  la  agreed  thgt  putting  Into  use- 
qutlog  pt  tl^e  Dawee  echeme  and  the 
arrangements  for  that  purpoae  em- 
bodied In  the  preeent  afrrSement  de- 
pend upon  the  laaue  of  a^loan  of  >00,- 
000,000  gold  marka  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Plan  aad  are  conditional  on  this 
issue. 

"The  Allied  Oovernmente,  deelrisg 
that  this  loan  ehould  be  succeeafnUy 
rtleed.  ^ahd  contemplating  that  the 
lean  wflt  be  the  Sret  lien  on  the  ee- 
curtty  pledged  thereto,  will  Invite  the 
central  baaka  In  the  reepeetive  coun- 
tries tofuae  their  Rood  offlcee  to  fhelll- 
tate  the  placing  of  the  loan  " 

After  the  reaolutlon  waa  formulated, 
the  American  delegation  made  a  atate- 
ment  In  whleh  it  declared: 

"We  i|nderntnnd  thle  reeohi.tiea  deee

The  \  irt  ria  and  IsUnd  Publicity 
Bureau  is  uptomg  a  "dirrre  for  lundt 
4^Bt  tht  p^MRt  week  in  •rder  to 
forward  its  work  of  makinf  Vktori» 
and  Vancouver  Island  b«tUf  known. 
Tliat  orgaAinlUa,  wt  are  ioformcd, 
is  unibte  At  preient  to  satisfy  ten  per 
cent  of  the, demand*  upon  it  lor  pub- 
Ucity.  If  flat  it  the  caM  thM  it  U 
performing  a  very  »atitfactory  pur- 
pose, the  uscfulneM  ol  wliich  might 
be  correti>ondiogfr  lacrCMcd  were 
more  money  available.  Of  the 
$18,000  that  had  bef%  supplied  from 
tkc  municipal  treaaorjr  cKreiy  doUw 
wta  cxj^ndcd'.^Utt  year  in  printer's 
ink  and  -  advcrtiting .  The.  overhead 
charges  of  tlie  Bureau  were  paid  oat 
of  advertiaiog  receipts.  The  money 
which  is  now  being  sought  from  the 
merchants  and  others  who  bcMftt 
hbfll  tlie  pt^lictty  work  is  wantftd 
to  axtend  the  (;ampafgn  of  publicity. 
Tlw  aalaries  of  the  officials  arc  al- 
r«aix  provided  for,  so  tliat  it  only 
'  remains  to  widen  the  sfope  of  the 
«llorts  of  the  organization  to  make 
^MMoavtf  Island  Utter  known,  and, 
in  doing '  so,'  to  attract  industries, 
•attlara  aMi  Hoaria(»  to  thia  aod  oi. 
the  DoBiinioa. 

We  have  mentioned  these  three  in 
tkoir  order  of  infortaikea,  ioc  that 
is  the  order  in  whicli  thcjr  •tind  in 
th(  p«Mle  miBd.  The  Bureau  is  con- 
centrating on  all  three  and  ita  efforts 
deserve  public  support.  The  aum  for 
which  .it  is  appealing  by  pubdic  aob- 
scription  is  $10,000.  This  anlotfnt, 
added  to  the  civic  contribution,  will 
previda  for  an  extenaion  of  enterprise 
that  it  is  felt  will  induce  beneficial 
effects.  It  will  widen  the  area  of 
publicity  and  make  Vancouver  Iiland 
better  known  to  a  larger  circle  of 
*  people.  We  may  hope  that  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  tlie  ium  collected 
will  ^  earmarked  for  IndnaMial  pub- 
licity and  that  in  this  connection  the 
campaign  to  bring  about  a  larter  pay 
M\  in  the  community  will  be  in- 
tensified. People  are  more  and  iwre 
comntenting  on  this  desirability  And 
<ke  Publicity  Bureau  is  aware '^f  tke 
public  demand. 

The  beneficiaries  of.  the  Publicity 
Bureaa's  work  o«  Vanediiver  Island 
are  many.  *  Among  them  they  should 
kavc  no  difficulty  in  dona^g  the 
tarn  soaght  to  incre^  thr  efforts 
being  made  on  their  behalf.  Facts 
and  figures  relating  to  the  activities 
of  the  organization  bctp^k  a  heaUky 
state  of  consistent  effort  which  de- 
serves public  spprcciatioq.and  public 
encouragement  The  .iresolts  of  this 
work  are  cumalative.  They  grow 
from  year  to  year,  and  in  the  long 
run  induce  prospentyi  The  citizens 
have  it  in  their  own  power  to  eoo- 
solidate  that  work  by  providtfTg  its 
authors  with  the  sinews  for  an  m- 
teiieified  eanpaign. 

THE  SENSE  OF  HUMOR 

One  of  the  saving  graces  of  hu- 
BUnity  is  a  sense  of  humor.  This 
bas  been  broofht  to  mind  by  the  ad- 
drn5  ijivrn  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Kimmins. 
of  the  University  of  U)ndon,  before^ 
ikk  British  Asaociation  at  Toronto.^ 
There  is  no  more  gloomy  companion, 
-•o  wore  Aprofe  intclleae>-if  intellect 
ta~^tf  M>  more  dalliac  con* 
taiet  than  the  man  who  cannot  see 
the  risible  side  of  human  nature.  Dr 
Kimmins  has  been  dealing  with  the 
sense  of  humor  in  children  and  has 
analyzed  the  subiect.  All  children, 
however,  it  may  be  said,  are  inlbtied 
with  that  sense.  The  difficulty  is  to 
preserve  it  through  life,  to  have  it 
rise  superior  to  the  "slings  and  ar- 
rows of  ovtragaons  .forttme"  and  to 
temper  the  seriousness  of  living  with 
occasional  draughts  of  the  "wine  of 
Ml*.- 

It  is  a  nightmare  to  some  people 
to  keep  themselves  amused.  They 
take  their  plea,s«res  sadly  and  they 
do  them  but  little  good.  There  are 
others  ^ho.  under  any  given  set  of 
circumstances,  cap  amuee  themselves. 
The  child  who  is  enable  of  amusing 
himself  or  herself  is  called  a  "good" 
child,  but  there  is  something  mure 
than  good  implied  for  it.  means  thit 
a  child  has  a  reserve  power  that  does 
not  belong  to 'the  child  that  is  con- 
tinually clamoring  for  sodaeone  to 

amuse  him  or  her.  The  jiidjjment  of 
the  nursery  carries  through  life.  The 
man  who  can  aAiuae  himself  la  the 
happiest,  is  r>ffen  the  best  company 
and  possibly  he  lives  the  longest,  as 
he  has  the  resources  within  himself 
for  dispelling  atra  ciira  which  at 
times  besets  all  lives.  Those  who 
cannot  amuse  thcmselvea  and  who 
have  to  search,  oftentimes  painfully, 
ift  amusement  carry  this  attitude  of 
mind  as  a  hiaae  upon  their  faces.  It 
IS  a  wegkaets  that  they  proclaim  in 
their  fdatures,  either  by  a  wooden  or 
reetless  expression. 

Dr.  Kimmins.  draws  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  "bringing  to  bear  on 
the  importSnt  crises  of  life  the 
<j|ernal  spirit  of  chtlkood"  with  its 
ability  \o  he  amusnl 
sense  o'  hunu>r  as  a  prit<  ir«N  i><><.m  s 
sioii.  It  is  utidocbtedly  the  panacea 
woee^

"Night  alter 
night,"  says  The  L,ondon  Times,  "that 
I  onflict  goes  on  in  every  drawmif- 
loom  where  hostcs<irs  bnnt  lions 
Some  lions  are  wondcrtully  tame; 
any  invitation  card  will  lead  them 
into  a  gilded  cage;  when  they  were 
cubs,  we  may  be  sure,  they  never  in- 
vented their  own  jungle.  But  what 
man,  SNho  having  Work  to  do.  dors 
itvWell  and  loves  it  for  its  own  sake 
is  not  made  aware  of  the  tyranny  of 
those  who  want  to  be  aniiisrd"  If 
he  denies  tliem,  he  it  called  a  churl. 
He.  is  soleauily  warned  that  unless 

he  will  waste  hi.i  time,  his  work  will 
never  be  recognized.  If  he  has  writ- 
ten a  booic,  or  paiuted  a  picture,  or 
explored  a  continent,  he  must  make 
a  tojr  of  it  otc  the  drawing-room 
floor.  It  ie,  of  course,  not  true  in 
the  long  run.  The  prgiaa  or  con- 
demnation of  the  spoilt  children  is 
heard  today,  btit  is  forgotten  tomor- 
row. Their  criticism  |>eri5hei  with 
their  4|atertainment,  and  he  who 
labors  chiefly  to  amuse  them  will  re- 
main forever  in  the  dark  wheu,  after 
the  round  of  applause,  their  lights 
arc  switched  out.  But,  meanwhile 
they'  can  damage  reputatioaa  as,  in 
the  old  days,  they  ^Urfmitly  dam- 
aged their  toys." 

BGONOMIC  BASOMBTSItl 


The  Internatioaal  Labor  Offioa, 
with  headquarters  at  Geneva,  is  serv- 
ing a  useful  purpose  in  many  respects. 
It  is  the  Labor  League  of  Nations 
and  functions  with  the  purpose  of 
j>reservinf  industrial  peace.  One  of 
its  latest  objectives' is  the  prepar 
ation  of  economic  barometers  to 
forecast  industpal  boonu  and  slumps. 
It  has  presented  a  report  on  this 
subject  to  the  I'conomtc  Committee 
of  the  League  of  Nations  noting  the 
sesttlts  of  an  examination  which 
has  been  made  of  the  economic  flue 
tuatlona  .observed  in  certain  coua- 
triea,  i«ch  itotamination  bciaf  de 
signed  to  foresee  industrial  uncm 
ployment.  The  Idtemational  Labor 
Office  has  this  to  say  on  the  subject: 
The  severity  of  economic  fluctu- 
ations, with  resulting  periods  of  acute 
unemployment,  is  due  in  part  to  lack 
of  adequate  foresight.  If  the  power 
of  forecasting  with  reasonable. accur 
acy  is  facilitated^  variations  lit  eco- 
nomic erosperity  are  likely  to  he  leis 
marWecf 

If  a  forecast  is  made  that  a  period 
of  rising  prices  is  ending  and  a  fall 
is  probable,  then  producers  will

Dr.  'W.  Emery  Barnes,  Hulsean 
J'rofcssor  of  Divinity  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge,  says  that  Samuel 
Johnson,  the  Icticographer,  was  a 
tyrant  and  that  our  present  spelling 
is  a  corrupt  tyranny.  What  he  is 
pleading  for  in  making  this  some- 
what sweeping  statement  is  spelling 
reform.  He  says  the  reason  which 
is  impelling  reformera  in  this  dlree- 
tioa^ic  email  child  at  school"  to 
whom  we  are  teaching  "unreason." 
The  learning  child,  for  instance,  he 
s«ys,  asks  why  has  "cat"  a  c  and 
"kitten-  a  k  when  the  two  creatures 
arc  related.  He  wants  to  know,  too, 
why  has  "hteast"  an  a,  while  -ehest** 
is  without.  He  asWs.  too.  why  we 
spell  "knotr"  with  a  w,  while  "so" 
and  "go"  and  theh-  t>eighbors  get  on 
very  well  as  they  are.  It  i^.  says 
Professor  Barnes,  the  simple  words 
which  a  child  '^irst  learns  ihat  are 
spelt  after  the  most  arbitrary  (aahion. 

As  the  child  grows  older  and  /eads 
I6ib  and  l7th  century  literature,  he 
finds  such  spelling  as  "bcleeve," 
"theeve,"  "neer,"  and  wonders,  per- 
hsps,  When  this  method  was  cor- 
nipud  iato  the  twm  which  now  pre- 
vailn  The  only  reason  that  can  be 
given,  according  to  Professor  Barnes, 
is  the  authority  of  Sajndel  Johnson, 
who  had  no  children  and  no  sense 
of  humor.  Professor  Barnes  is  not 
raisiat  an  iaolaiN  reicc  ea  thie  sub- 
ject of  spelling  A  delegation  com- 
posed of  educationists  is  about  to 
approach  the  Brflish  Government  to 
urge  upon  it  the  necessity  of  helpful 
reform  of  corrupted  spelling.  That 
-anything  will  iMk  donc  in  thie  diret- 
tion  is  unlikely  *at  the  present  time 
for  Britain's  Government  appears  to 
have  problems  enough  on  its  hands.

We  have  been  a  little  slow  ^ts 
business,  but  that  is  eharaeteciatic  of 
Victoria.  Nearly  every  city-  and 
town  in  Canada  and  nearly  every

'ain,  had  its  memorial  to  the  "fallen 
erected  and  unveiled  while  we  were 
still  discussing' the  form  of  our  mem- 
orial. Lack  of  coM(  rtitration  is  our 
besetting  weaitpeks,  and  it  applirs  to 
almost  everything  to  which  wr  srt 
our  iiiinds  and  our  hands.

The  International  Typofrraphical 
Union,  an  organization  which  covers 
the  continent  for  the  printers,  is  not 
in  favor  of  a  five-day  week.  But 
that  is  a  matter  wliich  is  not  finally 
disposed  of;  it  is  not  a  decision  thht 
is  final  and  unalterable.  We  remem- 
ber a  time  when  printers  worked  ten 
hours  a  day  and  six  days  a  week. 
Bometimes  thry  worked  more  tti 
ten  hours  a  day  and  six  days  a  week, 
aad  the  printers  who  did  that  ap- 
peared to  be  quite  happy  and  well 
content  with  the  condition  in  life 
Proirldenee  in  its  wisdom  had  been 
pleased  to  place  them.  The  succes- 
sors of  those  old  boys  have  gained  a 
much  4horthr  day  and  much  higher 
pay.  and  still  their  happiness  is  not 
complete.  Like  Oliver  Twist,  they 
are  always  asking  for  more,  and  they 
will  not  be  happy  until  they  get  it. 
They  will  get  their  five-hour  day 
some  day.  and  they  usiU  no{  be  con- 
tent with  that  ,

/  But  the  printers  of  Ameriea  Ire  not 

singular  in  their  aspirations.  Wc 
are  all  like  tbem---ncver  quite,  but  al- 
ways going  to  bo,  blesa«l.  'We  can 
remember  a  time  when  all  the  shops 
in  Victoria  were  open  for  the  full  six 
days  of  the  week.  Some  of  them 
c\rii  contrived,  when  the  occasion 
demanded  i(,  to  do  a  trilling  amount 
o\  business  upon  the  Sabbath  day. 
And  they  were  all  open  for  business 
until  a  late  hour  on  Saturdays.  Those 
were  the  days  of  strenuous  business 
times,  according  to  the  calendar  and 
the  clock;  but  nobody's  physical  or 
mental  strength  seemed  to  be  affected 
by  it;  nobody's  face  wore  a  csre- 
worn  look:  everybody  appeared  to  be 
care- free  and  happy.  The  old  town 
assumed  a  festive  appearance  on 
Saturday  evenings.  People  from  the 
outside  were  attracted  and  joined 
those  who  were  inside  in  spending 

their  money  and  having  a  gpod  time.

How  the  scene  is  entirely  changed. 
The  new  town  is  almost  deserted  on 
Saturday  evenings.  Biisiness  is 
limited  to  five  and  a  half  days  a 
week.  Some  <A  the  storekeepers  have 
striven  to  revive  the  old  custom  of 
keeping  of^en  for  business  on  Satur- 
day nights,  but  the  venture  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  crowned  with 
success  .\'ew  habits  have  been 
formed,  and  apparently  they  cannot 
be  reformed.  The  people  are  giving 
themselves  over  to  amusement  and 
recreation.  The  clock  cannot  be  put 
back.  Probably  Governments  may 
step  in  again  and  insist  upon  it  be- 
ing put  forward.  The  businer.s  of  at- 
tracting votes  is  of  more  iaiportance 
that!  the  business  that  iacreaaee.  the 
wealth  of  the  community  and  the  na- 
tion.

If  all  the  business  that  it  is  nec- 
essary shall  be  done  can  be  done  in 
five  days  and  a  half,  why  cahhot  that 
business  be  just  as  well  done,  in  four 
days  and  a  half?  that  probably  is 
the  next  "proposition"  with  which  we 
shall  be  confronted.  Well,  it  is  not 
pleasant  thing  to  see  a  heart  or  a 
back  bowed  down  > with  unnecessarily 
hard  and  unremitting  toil.  It  is  a 
pleasant  thing  to  see  people  having 
a  good  time,  and  wr  may  be  just  as 
enthusiastic  as  anybody  else  in  our 
support  of  the  four  and  a  half,  or 
even  the  three  and  a  half  hour,  work- 
ing day  when  it  comes.  Stranger 
things  than  that  have  happened  in 
our  experience.  That  is  why  we 
marvel  when  we  hear  a  fe#  old- 
timers,  with  eyes  half,  closed  and 
dreamy,  mournfully  dieplore  the  ad- 
vent of  the  new  times  and  the,  end  of 
the  old  times. 

So  the  universe  is  not  sn  big  a  thittf 
it  has  been  depicted  afirr  all. 
There  are  limits  to  Space.  If  one  of 
those  rechkss  fellows  who  goes  up 
to  the  dr  in  ships  could  break 
through  the  atmospheric  blanket 
which  covers  the  earth,  could  live  long 
enough,  and  carry  gas  enough,  in 
course  of  time  he  would  bofflp  up 
against  the  barrier  which  marks  thr 
eud  ol  thu  universe.

TORONTO.  Aug.  If.'— "At  tha  ptss- 
ent  rate  of  depletion,  tho  Irirstn  foropu 
of  Canada  an4|.the  Unltad  Statee  will 
not  last  more  "than  twoaty-flve  or 
thirty  years."  said  R.  D.  Craig  and  F. 
Storey,  In  the  Botany  Section  of  the 
British  Aseoclatlort  last  wee!t.  In  is- 
suing a  plao  for  the  protection,  eon- 
ssrvaUOh  aad  ezteiftlon  of  timber  rf- 
sourOss, 

"Apart  from  fuel,  ustially  obtalnOd 
from  hardwoods,  an  overwhelming 
proportion  of  the  timber  required  for 
Industrial  purposes  is  produced  by 
coniferous  species,  such  s«  pine  and 
spruce,  which  with  few  exceptions  are 
llmlt^  In  distribution  to  the  North 
AiMorhmn  ooatlHont,  Northorh  Sarope 
and  Siberia. 

"These  regions  cannot  be  relied 
upon  permanently  as  sources  of  sup- 
ply. The  position  In  Kurope  la  unfav- 
orable because  tiniber  oonsumptloa 
each  year  tar  exceeds  (orsOt  growth.' 

"8it>erlan  rssOureos  are  to  a  large 
extent  unexplored,  but  as  In  Northern 
Uusflla.  large  areas  of  foreet  are  likely 
to  remain  undeveloped  owing  to  the 
difficulty  .and  expense  of  extracting 
tho  Umbor." 

The  United  Sta'too  ooaaumss  nearly 
one-half  the  world's  fNPodoetlon  of 
timber,  ^he  epeakers  said,  in  polnUng 
out  that  a  limit  will  be  reached  to 
present  resources  within  thirty  yeara, 
unleee  preventive  measurso  are  taken.

Other  Mlxaclea  Are  Dae 
More  miracles  are  soon  to  follow. 
Tho  moot  roeeat  dovolopmoata  and 
aaaoaaoonionts  la  the  fletd  promlbe 
immediate  and  far-reaching  effects 
on  every  person,  organisation  and  na- 
tion on. the  earth. 

It  was  In  ISOS  that  OugUelrao  Mar- 
coni, the  fOremoet  figure  IdentlSed 
with  wireless,  aanounoad  the  aoaoa- 
pllshod  fact  of  the  tranamlssloa  of 
messagos  throiiih  the  "air"  in  a  la«- 
tu^e  at  the  Han  of  tho  Horatil  ^nd 
Curiatli  in  Rome.  At  that  time  he 
boldly  predicted  radio  communica- 
tion between  the  most  distant  points 
on  the  earth'a  surface.  This  has  now 
been  achieved  through  the  construc- 
tion of  'traper-powerful  stations, 
throwing  out  long  waves,  varylag 
from  a  half  mile  to  thirty  mIlOB  la 
length.

Shortly' attar  thta  aaaoasnaiaoat. 
radlograsn  trSfilc  wda  dloeontlaued  at 
the  Marconi  station  At  Poldhu. 
situated  at  the  tip  of  c:!ornwall.  and 
the  Carnarvon  statl6n  handled  alt 
trans-Atlantic  messages.  Marconi 
himself  set  our.  In  his  specially  con- 
structed experimental  yacht,  the 
Blettra.  takihg  wKh  him  his  mys- 
tOriotia  4i«w  appal^ataa.  His  suBlstaBt. 
Mr.  rraaklyn.  kept  In  toooh  with  him 
at  Poldhu.  The  Blettra  cruised  down 
tbe  westerh  coast  of  Buropo  and 
Africa,  around  the  ('npo  of  Good 
Hopr-  nhd  Into  Asiatic  waters.  Bx- 
huiiKtlv-e  experlmenta  were  conducted. 

Tlie  R4wnlia  Wtth  Short  Wavoa 
One  day,  Pranklyn"  suddenly  ap- 
peared In  Ix>ndon  and  went  into  con- 
ference with  Alexander  Oray  of  the 
British'  Marconi  Company.

A  aurlous  observation  made  hy 
MarcoBl  Is  that  free  wavas  aont  troas 
Poldhu  In  tho  moralBg,  travol  oyer 
the  AtIaat4o  aad  Paoific  Ooaaas  to 
reach  Sydney,  covering  a  distance  of 
13,000  kllometrea  But  If  they  ere 
sent  In  the  afternoon  or  evening  they 
trayel  over  Europe  and  Asia,  and 
cover  a  distance  of  only  17,000  kilo- 
metres. The  reason  for  this  has  nOt 
vet  been  explained. 

Marconi  and  Franklya  have  pro- 
tected  thomaolosa  fuUy  hy  *patenta.

The  baboon,  whtli  h  is  a  gMfgrioua 
animal,  ext  ept  \%  hvn  tbroash  Old 
age  or  othir  mnitiuty  he  is  4^1  VtB 
from  the  troop.  Is  found  praatkaliy 
throughout  South  Africa. 

Its  slse  d|M*.ghraagth  protect  It 
from  natuial  adamlea — aave  man 
and  the  mountain  leopard — and  In 
the  security  of  their  strungholds 
balioona  thrive  and  multiply.  Their 
abodea  are.  for  the  moat  part,  con- 
fined to  the  kopjts  and  kransea  which 
abound,  to  which  they  retreat  as 
alght  drawa  nigh,  aad  from  which 
thay  amarga  at  aayly  taora  te  saarcb 
of  aueb  foods  %ia  thair  nolghborbood 
afforda.  This  may  he  of  a  varied 
nature,  from  the  prickly  pear  and 
sundry  bullis  and  rooln.  the  apldera 
and  scorpions  under  stones  f)r  In 
Btone  walla,  to  the  newly  sprouted 
mealies  sown  by  the  native  or  the 
white  haabaadaut^  tor  hte  ssaaon's 
crop. 

The  organisation  aad  disoipltaa  of 

ths  troop  are.  remarkable.  Tha  Sys- 
tem of  scouting  and  placing  '  of 
aentlnela  is  wortny  of  a  civlllmd 
army:  the  Intelligence  which  dls- 
ertminates  a  possible  enemy  from  an 
evident  Innocent  Is  almoKt  uncanny: 
In  the  vicinity  of  the  habitations  of 
man  they  quickly  dlacern  the  difCer- 
mnim  between  a  gua.aad  a  atalC,  aad 
thate  dlsposttloaa  aca  taken  aocord- 
Ingly,  though  It  Is  only  In  seasa^a  of 
ecarclty  that  they  are  compelled  to 
and  do  approach  the  dwellings  Of  the 
human. 

For  them  to  attack  man  is  rare, 
and  then  only  when  they  are  them- 
selvaa  atteoked  or  Intrusion  on  their 
domalB  Imparila '  thalr  aafoty.  When 
they  are  brought  to  bay  their  bravary 
and  savagery  ara  thrilling  and 
dangerous  to  their  opponents,  and 
dogs  of  powerful  build  are  not  In- 
frequently Uorn  to  shreds  or  mutilated 
to  euch  an  extent  that  a  merclfQl 
bullet  ends  their  torment. 

It  Is  asaerted  that  when  old  and 
toothless,>and  unable  to  carry  out  the 
responsiblUtlss  Imposed  by  their 
troop,  tbey  are  dr|ven'  oat,  aad  be- 
coma  oamlvorous  whaa  opportimlty 
comes  their  way.  A  stray  msrlno 
lamb,  or  an  ovsr-vsnturesome  Angora 
kid  which  haa  eti'ayed  out  of  sight 
ond  hearing  of  the  native  herdsmen, 
may  prove  a  relief  to  the  cravings  of 
nn  empty  atomach.  and  oaly  ths  flnd- 
Ing  of  the  pelt,  after  search  following 
the  discovery  of  the  loes  on  the 
count  of  the  flock  into  the  kraal  at 
sundown,  discloses ^the  tote  of  the 
wandsrar.  Baboons  ars  net  botovad 
of  ths  ralaar  of  crops  or  of  ths 
breeder  of  beasts  and  birds 
(ostrtchss),  and  no  opi^ortunlty  Is 
loot  of  takli^  tall  af  their  clana<

"Fruit  and  Jam  DavaTtBienta — This 
department  shows  a  loss,  owing  to 
sharp  break  in  prices  of  1  923  pack 
Jam.  yrhlch  dropped  l^eavtly  during 
the  early  Spring  montha.  during  which 
period  the  trade  as  a  whole  lost 
money.  A  profit  has  bean  made  upon 
freah  fnilt  handled  thia  year,  which

The 
aftairs  of  the  local  congregation  are 
directed  by  a  Session  as  In  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  by  a  Committee  of 
Slewarda  as  flnaBOlal  manage  ra.
